If 
the claimed ranges have unexpected results, the burden is upon the Applicant to demonstrate that the claimed ranges are not a matter of 
simple optimization. The Examiner highly suggests to the Applicant to submit a 37 CFR 1.132 Declaration to establish unexpected 
results. In the Declaration, the Applicant should compare a sufficient number of tests both inside and outside the claimed range to show 
the criticality of the claimed range. In re Hill, 284 F.2d 955, 128 USPQ 197 (CCPA 1960) and must compare the claimed subject matter 
with the closest prior art to be effective to rebut a prima facie case of obviousness . 
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
